' tion of Oliver Plancket and Edward Fitz- Harris, they had ſome days notice 
given them thereof, in order to prepare themſelves for Erernity ; during which 
- - time ſeveral perſons of Quality came to viſit them, and Diſcourſed thern concern- 
ing the horrid Crimes whereof they were found Guilcy, tro whom Mr. Plunker, (accor- 
ding tothe Popiſh Aod:) denied his being any way concerned or Guilty of the matrers 
Charged againſt him, infifting much upon his noc having his Witneſſes ready to Vindicare 
his Innocency ; yet owning he had received divers Summs of Money, which he alleady- 
ed were given him for the Relief of che Inferior Clergy, which he, as their Biſhop di- 
ſtribured among them, repearipg:likewife many ot thoſe things which he urged ar his 
Tryal, but e{pecially at his Condemnation, atid particularly his being Tryed in this Coun- 
ery, for: FaRts ſaid to be committed in /re/and ; adding, That if he had been Tryed 
rhere;he'did not queſtion bur he ſhould have been cleared. Bur however he ſaid his Soul 
was now fo'well prepared'for another World,rhat he did not defire to continue any long - 
cr inthis, ſince he doubred whether eyer he ſhould attain to the fame Temper of Mind 
again, and (contrary to the uſual Roman Uncharitablenefs) defired all good Chriſtians to 
pray for him: | 
-Laft Night about 5 a Clock, Mr. Plancket defired Captain Richardſon that he "might 
retire himſelfto his private Devotions, and that no perfon whatfcever mighr be permitted 
ro diſturb bin; nor tocome to him till morning, which was accordingly done, and we 
hear, That fome of his Friends told him, They had begged his Body, Fhtnct, ts 
Between Nine-and ten a Clock this Morning, the Sheriffs of London, attended by Cap- 
fain Richardſon went to Tower- Hill, and there received the Bady of Eaward Fitz- Har- 
r: from-the Lieutenant of the Tower, who being put into a Sled, prepared for thar'pur: 
poſe, was drawn frotti chence through Cornhil and Cheap- fide ro Newgare, | where Oliver 
Pluncket beg alfo put into a Sled, they were both drawn from rhence to Tybxrn, there 
being a mulricude of SpeRtators all the way, as they patſed. Mr. Pluncket carte firſt t6 
Ty»arn, and as foon as be was taken ou of the Sied, and putinthe Cart, he croſſed him- 
fe:f chrice upon the Breſt, and then deliveted a Paper ro the Sheriff, which he defired 
miphe be Publiſhed ; He then asked whether he might have'liberty ro ſpeak, and 'it was 
ro:d him, He might, and the Executioner having fitred the Rope to hisNeck, he began with 
very ſolemn Proteſtations co declare, Thar he was fſenfible he was now going to appear 
betore the Fuſt Judge of Heaven and Earth, and thar if he Jid not now fpeak_the Truth 
he ſhoul4 be Damned to all Eternity, and then he proceeded to Declare what he was ac- 
cuſed of, which be divided into five or fix -particulars,and thenhe repeared the ſame Pro- 
reltations, which he had formerly uſed, denying his having any manner of 'Cortefpag-. 
deny with the-French King. or his Confellor, and alleadgiop the Impoſiibility &f ' Land- 
iz an Army of Szaventy Thouſand men in " place which the Witneſſes Swore to, 
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[ the rſt of 7aly, being appointed by his Majefties Warrant, for che Execu-

and likewiſc of the improbalicy of their maintaining them,who could bardly keep Cloks 
ts their backs, and were not all able to provide for balf a Regiment, | C4 

He (aid, That he had been accuſed in [reland, and cleared, and that h&E was no Frv- 
ed here, where the Jury could rake no Cognizance of rhe Jikelyhood or improbabiliry 
of the matter ; and that he had endeavoured to reform ſome irregularities of the Cier- 
gy inthat Kingdom, which had occaſioned much batred- againft bim; and then bc- 
cauſe the Old Proteitation, Tiat he was at [nnotent as the Child urtorn is now grown 
Threadbare, He ſaid, That, as he hoped for Salvation, he wat altogether Tnnocent of a- 
ny thing whatſoever which was charged agamit him, which be {aid be attirmed to be 
abſolutely true, according to the common and uſual meaning of ſuch , words among 
Proteſtants, wichout ary manner of Equivocation or mental Reſervation whatlocver ; 
Aſerting, That he did not believe that any man or power upon earth whatfoever couls 
diſpenſe with Lying ac ſuch a time asthat : He thev prayed that it would plcafe God.is 
bleſs his Majcſt yy, the Queen, the Duke of Tork, and all the Royal Family, aud conclu- 
ded with forgiving all the World, and defiring pardon of all thufe whom he had cften@- 
ed, and then recommended his Soul to the mercy of God, through» the Mcyirs.of Jeſus 
Chrilt our Saviour, and the Blefſed' Virgin Mary ; Declarirg that hc dd a Reman Ca 
tholick, which Religion he had long continued 12, and was rcfolved ty dyc in; aftct 
which he pulled his Cap over his eyes, and continute in bis purate Devotio. $ abuyc bait 
an hour, | 6A 

During which time, Mr. Eaward Fitz.-Harris was brought thither, and as ſoon as be 
came under the Galiows, Dr. Harkins, Miviſter of the Tower of Terdon, Rept into the 
Sledg-to him, and knecling down, ditcomfied privately. with him tor tome tine; Chen 
Mr, Fitz- Harris was put into the Cart, and the Doctor coming up to him, Mr. Sheriff 
asked Mr. Fitz-Harris if he had any thing to ſay, who anſwered he had d<livered two 
Papers to Dr. Hawkins, upon which the Dottor produced one of them and delivered. itto 
Mr. Fitz- Harris, deliring him to read it, which he accordingly did, it being , an balf 
ſheet of paper on one fide, wherein he did deny he was any ways concerned in che Libel 
for which he ſuſſered, any farther then the diſcovering ro bis Majeſty. the Deſigns and 
PraGtiſes of ſome Perſons, .refleing likewiſe upon S:r Wiltam Waller and the other 
Witneſſes, and ſome other perſons who had fail'd him at his Fryal. 

Mr. Sherift then defired him to Contefs what he knew, and if poſſible to prevent the 
ſhedding of Innocent Bload, remindiog him, what he had ſaid, when in Vewgare, that 
he knew more of the Popiſh Plot than any other, But Mr. F#7- Harrs ſaid, He had lefc 
his Mind with Dr. Hawks: Then Mr.Sheriff deſired to know, Whether he dicd a 
Proteſtant or a Papiſt ? and Dr. Martin of St. Mary Owverys intorced the ſame, askin 
him, How it ſtood between God and his Soul, and wiſhiag him to declare Whether be dy- 

cd in the Communion of rhe Church of England, or a Reman Catholich? tching him, 
That he needed not ro be aſhamed of dying a Proteſtant, but he ſtill evaded ro give any 
Anſwer, referring all to whathe had givento Dr, Hawkin:i, and that he had no more to 
ſay : Tie Skerifls then defired Dr, Zawkyns, to deliver chem the Papers, the Dr. reply'd, 
That they (ſhould have a Coppy of that which Mr. F:t7- Harrs had read, bur for the 0- 
ther Paper, he- ſhould deliver itcnly to thoſe whom ir properly concerned, ar tq that 
purpoſe. Then Mr, Fitz. Harris asked the Sherritts, Whether they had nor an Order 
concerning his Body, that it ſhould nut be broken (as he called it) or quartered, where- 
upon Mr.Sheriit Corniſh read the Order to him, which was, That after Exccation,accord- 
ing to the. Sentence was done upon him, his Head and Quarters ſhould be delixercd.to 
bis Wife, Mrs. Anz Fitz Harris: He ſaid, He thought he ſhould noc have been Quar- 
cered; Then Dr. Hawks: Kneeled down with him inthe Cart, and prayed, or diſcourſed 
privately wich him, and the Door going our of the Cart, prayed Ged to have Mercy 
on his Soul. 

Mr. Fitz Harris then pulled his Cap over his Eyes, and prayed to himfelf, and then 
put his Cap up azain, and defired Dr. Zawkins to take cate of his Body, to which the 
Doctor 'Aniwered, 1: was & very. unbecommg Employment for bim, and that othfs were 
appointed for that purpoſe ; The DoGtor likewile declaring, That be defired the Prayers 
of all there preſent, which Mr. Firz- Harris hearing, put up bis Cap again, and aid, 
1 deſire all your prayers (or an happy Paſſage; and in a ſhort time after the Cart being 
drawn away, they were both turned oft ; Mr. Flanker was Dead in a ſhore time, bur Mir. 
Fitz. Harris, by ſtaggering in the Cartbrought the Noo: juſt behind the (Pole of his 
Neck, (»that ke was fomewhar longer a-dying. After they bad hanged a confiderable 
time, they were both Beheaded and Quartercd, and their Quarters delivered to their 
Friends, accordieg to the afore-mentiuned Order,
